When you add together 
the money they have spent for 
court costs and lawyers and add it 
to the taxes, penalties and interest 
that they will end up paying before 
it is all over, you come up with a 
heap of money.

Former Bonk President, 
Tate May, Dies Sunday 


Tate May of Abilene, 
president of the Farmers and 
Merchants National Bank 
here for 20 years, was dead on 
arrived at Hendrick Memo­ 
rial Hospital at 9:40 a.m. 
Sunday. He had resided at 
2433 North Third since he 
retired from the local bank in 
1964. 
Services 
were 
held 
Tuesday at 2 p.m. at First 
Baptist Church in Abilene. 
Dr. Jam es Flamming, 
pastor, officiated. Burial was 
in Elmwood Memorial Park 
directed by Elliott-Hamil 
Funeral Home. 
Born Sept. 21,1896, in Cuba, 
Ala., he moved to Hamlin in 
1906 and made his home with 
an aunt and uncle, Mr. and 
Mrs. J. W. Ezell. An asth­ 
matic condition brought him 
to the to the dry west Texas 
climate from Alabama. 
He worked in his uncle’s 
drugstore but was told he 
would make a good banker by 
the owner of First National 
Bank, Mr. E. C. Brand. 
He began his banking 
career which was to span 
more than 50 years on May 5, 
1913, at the old First National 
Bank in Hamlin. 
During the 1917-18 drought 
a discouraged shareholder 
sold Mr. May IO shares at 
$110 per share. 
In 1919, however, Mr. May 
found himself living in the 
home of a bank president (his 
uncle) but working at another 
bank. 
He married Milta McIntosh 
May 9, 1921, in Hamlin. 
Later, when a returning 
employe situation left Mr. 
May without a job, he took a 
job with the First State Bank 
which later changed its name 
to Farmers and Merchants 
National. 
In addition to the bank job, 
Mr. May took a job in 1929 as 
secretary-treasurer of Na­ 
tional Farm Loan Assn. and 
for IO years he worked at the 
two jobs. Beginning work at 5 
a.m. on tile Farm Loan 
business, he would then turn 
to the bank’s work at 9 a.m. 
and after the bank closed, he 
would return to the Farm 
Loan responsibilities until IO 
p.m. 
In 1934, Farmers and 
Merchants bought out Mr. 


May’s former employer, 
First 
National, 
and he 
became vice president of the 
combined banks. Following 
the death of his uncle and 
president of the bank, J. W. 
Ezell, in 1944, Mr. May 
became the president. 


Mr. 
May, 
an 
active 
member of the Rotary Club, 
was the first president of the 
Hamlin club when it was 
organized in 1927. 


He was general superin­ 
tendent of First Baptist 
Church for 20 years, was the 
Hamlin director to the West 
Texas Chamber of Com­ 
merce, and past president of 
the Hamlin Chamber of 
Commerce. 


A past Master of the 
Hamlin Masonic Lodge, he 
also served on the board of 
trustees of Hardin-Simmons 
University for more than 20 
years and also served on the 
board of Hendrick Memorial 
Hospital for 20 years. 


Survivors include his wife; 
a son, James Tate May of 
Santa Barbara, Calif.; three 
brothers, James Truett of 
Salinas, Calif., Parker of 
Falls Church, Va., and John 
P. of Hamlin; two sisters, 
Mrs. J. Frank Johnson and 
Mrs. Carl C. Bister, both of 
Rotan; and several nieces 
and nephews.

district court. 
If the commission order 
stands, most Texas cities, 
including Hamlin, will see 
reductions in local business 
and residential rates. Ex­ 
ceptions include Abilene, 
Midland and Odessa where 
current rates are among the 
lowest in the state. 
The rate order adopted 
classifies cities according to 
population and telephone 
service needs in setting base 
rates. Under this system 
Hamlin would be in group 
two. 
Rates for group two cities 
would be $5.00 for residential 
and $10.50 for business. 
Hamlin 
residents 
are 
currently paying $6.50 for one 
party service and the current 
one party business rate is 
$14.50. Bell has asked for 
residential rate for Hamlin of 
$7.40 and sought a business 
rate of $17.80. 
Under the order, the cost 
difference will be made up in 
increased long distance for 
intrastate calls, 20-cent pay 
phone charges, directory 
assistance charges and in­ 
creases for special equip­ 
ment. 
A company spokesman said 
Bell may be able to put the 
new rates into effect as early 
as Jan. I, if it does not appeal 
the commission decision to 
state district court. 
However, Doyle Rogers, 
chief executive officer for 
Texas operations, said there 
is a very great chance the 
company will appeal. 
Under the commission 
order, long (^stance charges 
will go up $65 million a year. 
Information calls over IO 
per month will cost 20 cents 
each except for the blind and 
physcially handicapped and 
for calls made from pay 
phones or hospitals. 
Testimony before the PUC 
showed some businesses 
make more than 10,000 
directory assistance calls a 
month free of charge. Bell 
had sought the 20 cent charge 
for all information calls over 
three per month.

A *95,000 PROJECT- 
F& IHI Bank to Convert 
To Electronic Processing 


Farmers and Merchants 
National Bank officials have 
announced a $95,000.00 ex­ 
pansion program for the bank 
that will convert the bank’s

system 
to 
Electronic Data Processing. 
The first step in the project 
was made recently when the 
bank 
assigned 
account 
numbers 
to 
all 
of 
its 
customers. 


In a letter to the bank’s 
customers last week, W. T. 
Johnson, president, said, 
"We will be posting our 
checking accounts on a 
computer in the near future. 
Progressive 
banks 
are 
constantly striving for in­ 
creased accuracy and we at 
the Farmers and Merchants 
National Bank feel Electronic 
Data Processing is a giant 
step toward achieving this 
goal.” 
The bank will be getting 
delivery of the new equip­ 
ment after the first of the 


year with the change over to 
the new system set for about 
May I, according to Joe E. 
Ford, executive vice pre­ 
sident. 
While we expect the change 
over to cause a few minor 
inconveniences for some of 
our customers, we feel that 
the advantages of this new 
system will far outweigh any 
of these problems, Ford said. 
Among the advantages he 
cited were better accuracy, 
better record keeping and 
safer checking service. 
One of the major re­ 
quirements in making the 
change to Electronic Data 
Processing will be the en­ 
coding of account numbers on 
checks and deposit tickets 
with Magnetic Ink Character 
Recognition. This MICR is 
the machine language which 
enables the computer to post 
and up-date the accounts with 
high speed and accuracy. 
Because of this MICR 
number required on all 


checks, the bank is currently 
converting its customers over 
to personalized checks in 
preparation for this change. 
The first of four pieces of 
equipment ordered for this 
change over was installed 
last week and is already in 
use. This is a Kodak mi­ 
crofilmer that photographs 
both front and back of all 
checks and other documents 
handled by the bank. This 
high speed unit provides a 
permanent record of all of a 
customer's 
transactions 
through the bank. 
Ford said in announcing the 
change to the new system 
that nearly all of the area 
banks have either already 
changed to this system or are 
in the process of making this 
change. He said that it was 
necessary for banks to 
convert to this system in 
order to handle the tre­ 
mendous growth in banking 
transactions required to meet 
the needs of their customers.

The market value of all 
agricultural products sold by 
the 1,025 farms in Jones 
County in 1974 amounted to 
819,074,000, according to a 
preliminary report of the 1974 
Census 
of 
Agriculture 
released today by the U.S. 
Department of Commerce’s 
Bureau 
of the 
Census. 
Production expenses on these 
farms totaled 816,889,000 in 
1974. 


The figures are for farms 
qualifying under the de­ 
finition first used for the 1959 
Census of Agriculture: A 
farm includes all agricultural 
operations conducted at any 
time during the census year 
under the control of an in­ 
dividual 
m anagem ent, 
provided 
that 
sales 
of 
a g ric u ltu ra l 
p ro d u cts 
amounted to, or normally 
would amount to, at least 8250 


for places of less than IO 
acres or 850 for places of IO 
acres or more. 
Figures for farms with 
sales of 82,500 or more are 
shown for 1974 and 1969. 
These farms accounted for 
818.744.000 of all agricultural 
products sold in 1974 and 
812.202.000 in 1969. 
There were 692 of these 
farms in 1974 compared with 
881 in 1969. The average size 


increased from 629 to 685 
acres during the five years. 
The value per acre increased 
from 8164 to 8223 raising the
